SCALI, ACCOMPANIED BY AMBS UK, JAPAN (ALSO REPRESENTING 
AUSTRALIANS) AND THAI CHARGE, URGED UN LEGAL COUNSEL 
STAVROPOULOS REVERSE HIS POSITION WHICH WOULD PERMIT ALGERIAN 
GROUP TO SUBMIT REVISED OPPOSITION RES ON KOREA UNDER LAST 
YEAR'S OPPOSITION ITEM. STAVROPOULOS INSISTEN ALGERIAN 
GROUP'S "RIGHT'' TO SUBMIT RES AT LAST GA TO EXPLAIN THEIR 
ITEM COULD NOT BE REGARDED AS HAVING BEEN FORFEITED 
BY 27TH GA ACTION IN PUTTING ALL KOREAN ITEMS OFF TO 28 
GA. HE ADMITTED HIS "RULING" WOULD STRENGTHEN LIKELIHOOD

OAU OBSERVER DIARRA (MALI) SAID HE TOLD ALGERIANS AND

UNDERSTAND DPRK WISH TO DISSOLVE UNC BQT AFRICANS NOT 
SYMPATHETIC DISSOLUTION MUST PRECEDE FURTHER MOVES TOWARD 
CONFEDERATION. 

WHEN SCHAUFELE SOLICITED HONDURAN CO-SPONSORSHIP, HONDURAN REP
